hut to have the matter determined 
in the circuit co urt. The m atte r in­ 


v ol ve d the questio n o f the extent to 
which a teacher may go in inflicting 
punisument upo n pupils, a questio n 
that had been discussed by the bo ard 
in lb« ' past witho ut definite an.1 sat­ 
isfacto ry so lutio n. 


During the pro gress o f the trial 
Judge Ramsey made rulings-o n the 
admissio n o f testimo ny , and o ut o f 
the presence o 
the jury gave expres 
slo n to his views o f tiro law and the 
facts in th e case, o f which the o f­ 
ficial repo rt is, iir part, as fo llo ws: 
"It must tie admitted that a scho o l 
teacher o r superintendent o f scho o ls
